Officers must articulate observed suspicions 

•ASK IF REQUESTS ARE ORDERS 


TIPS TO REDUCE EXPOSURE TO SUSPICION

door/window 

unless 
ordered to 
open fully. 


• RECORD ENCOUNTER IMMEDIATELY 

Audio and video recording laws differ state by stale 

(But you can always write down the encounter after it occurs) 

• REPORT ANY VIOLATIONS OF YOUR RIGHTS
